HIS HEAD NEARLY
SEVERED FROM BODY

JOSEPH SANTORO OF OLD FORGE
FOULLY MURDERED.

Raphael Pascere, of Spring Brook,
Believed to Be the Murderer—Was
Committed on Rallroad Tracks
Near the Lackawauna Station of
the Bloomsburg Rond — Three
Small Boys Were Eyo Witnesses,
The Murderer Threw the Ax Into
the River, and Has Escaped.

A murder of the blackest type was
committed between 10 and 10,30 o'vlock
yesterday forenoon in the lower secs
tion of Old Forge townehip,. Up to
midnight the murderer had not been
captured, Joseph Santoro, teacher of
the King Humbert Italiun band, of Old
Forge, wne almost decgpltated svith an
nx. Raphael Pascere of 8pring Brook,
15 suppored to be the murderer, Jeal-
ousy Is given as the cause of the
crime.

It was a murder most hideous in its
cold-blooded and dellberate execution,
The two men had been walking to-
gether for two miles or mote, and as
they were about to separate, Pascere
stepped behind Santoro and sunk the
ax twice Into the back of the head,
cleaving the skull in a separiate plage
with ench blow. Either blow would
have coused dewth. There were two
deep flesh wounds in the man'a buck
In the region of the shoulder muscles,

Not content with that much done the
murderer caught the head of his vie-
tim after he lay stretehed on the
ground and hacked at his neck until
the spinal column was severed at the
vertebra known as the atlas that sup-
ports the head. The ax sunk into the
neck so0 far that there was nothing
holding the heand to the hody but the
front mus=cular tissue of the throat,

The scene of this bloody tragedy was

o the north-bound track of the
Bloomsburg divigion of the Delanware,
Lackawanna and Western road, one

hundred and fifty yards north of Lack-
awanni &tation, Though It was in
broad daylight, no eye witnesges were
near, except a few boys.

WAS NOT IN A HURRY.

As Bantoro fell he lay crosswise, lace
downward on the track, Pascere, s=o
the boys who saw the crime gaid, wos
not in a hurry leaving. He stood for
several seconds viewing his carnage
and walked at a rapid gait up the rail-

roand. His hands were smeared with
blood, and the ax was dripping with
It. They watched him until he redached

the curve in the road,

Then he looked back and walked to-
ward the river. He made a move such
as if he were throwing the ax far out
into the stream, and next he stooped
down to cover his hands with culim or

dirt to hide the blood on them, One
of the boys, Homer Davenport, who
lives near the statlon, was sure that

the man wrapped the ax in & red hand-
kerchief when he walked away from
the dead man.

As far as could be learned these boys,
three Iin number, were the only ones
who saw the erime., The names of the
other two are Ernest Richardson and
Willlam Davis, They were sitting on
the bank thirty feet above the railroad
trucks, There was very little time for
them to obeerve many of the detalls,

The murderer had stepped behind his
vietim to dellver the blow hefore the
boys took notice of them, It was a
few minutes before train time, and six
or seven passengers were at Lacka-
wanna statlon, but they were either in
the waiting room or on the other side
uf the station out of the sun. The hoya
were ton thritled with horror to make
ar outery until Perccere was out of
alght,

When they did attract sttention it
Wis to bring a man passing In 4 car-
rlage along the maln road out of his
vehicle to remove the body from the
track out of the way of the passenger
train which hounded along a few min-
utes later.

NO NEED O A DOCTOR,

Justice of the Peace Brodhead's office
is a few hundred yards from the cross-
ing. He wag notifled. and about the
time he got toward the scene of the
erime, Dr, Stegner, of Rendbam, hap-
pened to be passing., The doctor got
out of hig carriage and went down the

track to examine the body, Life had
passed out almost ingtantly after the
blows were delivered, and there was
no need for his services,

All these occurrences consumed a
half hour's time, and gave the mur-
derer an opportunity to make quick
steps for a hiding place,

Santoro had many friends in OId
Forge, and when the news spread they
began to search for the murderer, This
was a very difficult task. The three

hoys who saw the orime did not know
the man, Thev described him as huv-
ing on a light colored coat and u small
brown hat.

Santoroe boarded with Joseph Cer-
undo, who lives on a slde street inter-
socting the main road about 200 yards
below the Old Forge high school, The
first step taken by the pursuers was to
g0 to the boarding house and ascortaln
If possilile with whom the murdered
man had been, Mrs, Cerundo could
give them no further Information than
that Bantoro jeft about 6 o'clock In the
morning to go to the Spring Brook for
i bath, ag had heen his custom nearly
every morning since summer set in.
Santoro was a fine musician, and was
reputed to n compuser of band
musie. He tavght music arouna O)d
Forge and Lackawanna, and was poss
sessed of conslderable Jelsure time.

Antonlo Blancardo, a barber, and
Michael Inglese, both members of the
Humbert band, were the ones who sel
out to fasten the ¢rime on the PErpIe.

Blancardo konew that Santoro
wane In the habit of going toward where
Pascere lives, and he and Inglese starg-
ed for Pascere's house, Puascere lives

along the Spring Brook a mile or more
ahove the Moosle Powder mills, He
worked for the Bpring Brook Water
Supply eompany'.

When they got to his house it was 1
o'clock,. Mrs, Pascere met them at the
gote. They asked her if her husband
wie home, She asked them what they
wanted to know for, and she began to
tremble like one stricken with ugue
and to ory aloud.

house that morning. He told her San-
toro had been killed by somebody.
That made her ery stlll more, and she
would not answer any questions nfter
thit.

They went then to the gang wilh
which Pascere was employed diggine
trenches, and were Informed that he
wie not at work at all that dony. An
Itallan man on the gang told them he
gnw Pascere with an ax In the morm-
Ing, and saw him put it under his oont,
The ax wns about the size of n tomn-
hawk. Thia man told them he saw
Pagcore nnd Bantoro together not long
after that

Other partles started out in the af-
ternoon to Jdigeover the murderer and
they secured evidence that seems 1o
point to Pascere's muilt. A search of
his house, and at every place he would
ordinarily be showed that he had tak-
en his departure, The white cont
ween by the hoyas fitted the description
of the one he wore, and algo the hat.

It was generally understood among
the friends of Pascere and Santoro
that the former wae flercely fenlous.
Hantoro and Mre. Pascere came from a
emall town called Reonoro in Italy.
Her brother lives In Old Free. The
three of them were all In this part
of the state who came from that place,
and congequentiy were on very frienid.
Iy terms, Santoro lived next door ta
her folks In Italy. He offered that as
an explanation of his frequent visits
to her home. She used to come over
to gee her brother quite often and that
brought Bantoro inlo her company so
much oftener,

HEPUTATION 00D,

Whether Pascere had any ground for
his susploions or not, Santore had the
reputation of being a man of good
character and lanw ahlding quallties.
He was of a sociable and enteriaining
dispesition, and was much in demand
it dances and feteg among the ltal-
lans,  Still it wae no secret that his
friendship for Mra, Pascere angered
her hushand to o high piteh,

Santoro, It was lewrned, went to the
Bpring Brook and had his bath. 1«
then went to Pascores house. Pascers
wis not at work., SBantopro wag recely-
«d In nn apparently friendly manner
He stayed an hour or so. Somewher
about 9 o'cleck he left for home, Pas
cere sald he had business over to Old
Forge and they walked along together.
The distance from his home to the
spot where he wielded the ax is nearly
three miles of n wulk,

Pascere s of medium bhuild, welghs
150 pounds, has a broad fuce, small
nose, dark moustache and small eves,
The back of hig neck 1# scarred where
he was geveraly burned when he waa
i child. He is nboot 35 vears nld.

Santorn was 10 vears old. He leaves
a wilfe and two cehildren in Ttaly, He
cime to Old TForge 1o take charge of
th® band elghteen months ago from
Bangor, Pa.

CAR LEFT THE TRACK.

Four Persons Were Injured by the
Accident.

A trolley ear on the Taylor line
jumped the track yesterday afternoon
nbout 4 o'clovk and three persons were
Injured. All were women, The condi-

The car, No 168, outward bhound, was
in charge of Motorman John Poder-
burg and Conductor WhHiam Fuller,
1t was an open oar and carrvied a dozen
or more passengers.
